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CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


I.  REJECTION  OF  BIDS:  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with 
the  value  of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional 
advance,  may  he  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would 
be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously.

FOREWORD 


THE  inspirations  of  the  first  great  Islamic  Renaissance  of  the 
time  of  the  Caliphate  were  virtually  wiped  out  in  the  middle 
of  the  thirteenth  century  by  the  sweeping  invasion  into  Persia 
and  Mesopotamia  of  the  Mongols  under  Genghis  Khan ;  the 
craft  centres — Rhages,  Sultanabad,  Rakka,  Baghdad  and  the 
like — with  their  own  artistic  traditions,  were  submerged  under 
the  influx  of  a  more  primitive  civilization. 

In  a  sense,  we  owe  to  the  invasion  of  the  semi-barbarous  tribes  from  the 
shores  of  Lake  Baikal  the  preservation  of  the  beautiful  faience  of  the  Caliphate, 
which  has  lain  interred  under  the  ruins  of  the  old  cities  until  enlightened 
excavation  was  first  undertaken  at  the  end  of  the  nineteenth  century.  The 
fictile  art  was  the  first  in  which  the  Persian  genius  for  decoration  expressed 
itself;  the  earliest  forms,  like  the  beautiful  Sultanabad  and  Rhages  jars  in  the 
present  collection,  have  the  classic  simplicity  and  grace  of  the  Greek  vases, 
combined  with  a  monochrome  glaze  of  which  the  delicacj  is  enhanced  by  the 
iridescence  produced  by  burial  in  the  earth.  Recent  discoveries  at  Rakka  have 
also  brought  to  light  the  delightful  turquoise-blue  Fatimid  ware  with  its 
simple  underglaze  decoration  and  warmth  of  color. 

Developing  from  early  sgraffito  and  molded  ornament,  we  come  to  the 
productions  of  the  second  Renaissance,  that  of  the  Sefevid  Dynasty  of  the 
sixteenth  century  which  culminated  in  the  reign  of  Shah  Abbas,  and  during 
which  period  were  produced  the  wares  known  as  "Rhodian"  and  "Damascus" 
of  which  examples  are  to  be  found  in  Mr.  Benzaria's  collection.  The  same 
epoch  was  responsible  for  the  triumph  of  other  art-forms,  including  that  of 
miniature  painting  and  illumination ;  a  series  of  beautiful  pages  from  the 
Kamseh  of  Nizami  (i  140-1202),  containing  scenes  from  the  Five  Legends, 
form  an  important  group  representative  of  the  period  and  supplemented  by 
numerous  later  illuminations. 

Of  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries  is  also  the  decorative  pottery 
of  Kashan  (more  correctly  called  Ispahan),  Kirman  and  Bokhara,  with  its 
wealth  of  copper,  manganese  and  cobalt  glazes  and  simple  domestic  forms ; 
the  brocades,  velvets  and  embroideries,  in  which  Persian  naturalism  finds  full 
play;  and  the  craft  of  painting  in  lacquer,  akin  to  miniature  work,  beautifully 
represented  in  the  book-covers,  mirror-cases  and  kalemdams  of  the  period. 

To  these  objects,  collected  in  Persia  with  difficulty  in  view  of  the  ob- 
structive attitude  of  the  Persian  government,  must  be  added  an  assortment 
of  silver  ornaments,  bronzes  and  Persian  glass,  the  last  side  by  side  with  a  few 
delightful  pieces  of  iridescent  glass  of  Syria,  Rome  and  Egypt  from  the  fourth 
century  B.C.  to  the  second  century  A.D.,  including  examples  from  the  Enrico 
Caruso  collection. 

More  recent  manufacturers  are  represented  by  a  few  oriental  rugs  and 
the  Persian  kalein  kari  or  printed  cottons,  which  in  the  nineteenth  century  vied 
with  those  of  India  in  technical  excellence. 
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To  save  time  and  to  prevent  mistakes  each  purchaser  will  oblige  the 
management  by  filling  in  this  slip  and  handing  it  to  the  record  clerk  or 
sales  attendant  on  making  the  first  purchase.
